Two Little Girls Drowned. 


From the VIsulla D elta of May 11. 
We are called upon to chronicle one 
of the most sad occurrences that ever 
took place in this county, and which 
carries with it a moral to the whole 
community, from the circumstances 
which have led to such fatal results. 
On Saturday last the two little girls of 
James Sutherland, of Kingston, aged 
about six and eight years, were taken 
out to ride across the Kingston bridge, 
by the nurse attending upon Mrs. 
Southerland, who was recently con­ 
fined. They were accompanied by tho 
husband of the nurse and another man, 
the whole party, excepting the little 
girls, being under the influence of 
liquor. 
After crossing some distance, 
one of the men fell out of the wugon. 
The rest drove on to a slough and over 
the bank where the water was about 
ten feet deep. 
The children, it seems, 
were left to their fate. A man on 
horseback, who had seen the occur­ 
rence, rode up and dived after the 
children; but tho bodies were not re­ 
covered until life was extinct. The 
gad news fell like a thunderbolt from a 
cloudless sky upon the bereaved par­ 
ents, paralyzing them with grief. The 
details, as we have heard them, are 
too painful for record, if true, and 
we forbear to give them to the public. 
The funeral of the girls took place on 
Monday, and was largely attended 
the bodies being buried in the ceme­ 
tery, a few miles this side of Kingston. 
A coroner’s inqust was held over the 
bodies, hut the result has not as yet 
reached us. 
It is reported that the 
nurse lost $500 in gold coin, and a 
check for about the same amount.

M IS C E L L A N E O U S . 


From the D elta of Mny 14. 
The fruit product w ill not, from what 
we have observed, be a very bountiful 
one this season, in this locality. 
It rained hard during the night of 
Friday, week before last, on Mussel 
Slough; and the value of crops has 
been greatly enhanced thereby. 
We learn that the grain heads are 
very short in many fields in this 
county, and that tho yield is very 
likely to be much lower than the esti­ 
mates which have been based upon 
the general thrifty appearance of the 
crops. 
Ijurge lots of cattle and sheep are be­ 
ing shipped from this and Fresno coun­ 
ties,, by rail to Ban Francisco. It lias 
been dlflieult to get cars enough to an­ 
swer the requirements of this cluss of 
freight for the past few weeks. 
A Visalia fam ily was nearly fright­ 
ened out of its wits, a few days since, 
by the sudden sickness of its members, 
after catinga “hastypudding” dinner. 
One after another went out and east 
up their accounts, with internal ar­ 
rangements in a state of armed and de­ 
termined insurrection. The presence 
of a physician restored confidence, 
when they were informed that the 
“hasty” effects of the pudding were 
due to the indigestible method of put­ 
ting things together.

The Profit of Orange Growing, 


The H e r a l d is in daily receipt of 
letters from persons in the East, seek­ 
ing information relative to the profits 
of orange growing. Although we have 
already given the facts and figures on 
this business several times, it will not 
perhaps be amiss to repeat them once 
more. Oranges may be planted at the 
rate of from sixty to eighty trees to 
the acre. They begin to bear when 
eight years of age, though the crop is 
not extensive 
nor very profitable. 
W hen fifteen years old, the annual 
yield of each tree will range from fif­ 
teen hundred to two thousand oranges. 
As high as three thousand m ay ne 
grown, but when the trees are thus 
crowded, the oranges are generally 
small. Our most experienced growers 
do not let trees of the age named bear 
more than two thousand oranges each 
year. 
The value of the crop varies 
from year to year. At present the pro­ 
duct of large trees approximates $20 
per year. It is not probable th at the 
profits will ever fall below $10 per 
tree. This will make an orange grove 
worth from $000 to $800 per acre an­ 
nually. 
Lime and lemon trees begin 
to bear at from six to eight years of 
age. They may be planted at the rate 
of one hundred trees to the acre. 
Some lime trees yield $100 each per 
annum. 
So far, the profit on lemons 
and limes has been a little in excess 
of that on oranges, and it is safe to say 
that they will never become a drug 
nor sell for less than oranges. From 
these figures it will be seen that an 
acre of ground planted in oranges, 
lemons and limss will yield a greater 
profit than if used for any other pur­ 
pose. 


Maudlin Sympathy. 


The H e r a l d of Sunday morning 
denounced the disposition to lionize 
“Senor V a s q u e z ” as being in exceed­ 
ing bad taste, besides having a ten­ 
dency to create n others a desire for 
like fame. The warning seems to be 
unheeded, and the adulation of the 
fallen bandit continues with unabated 
vigor. This is all wrong—wrong in 
every sense. 
The man is but a com­ 
mon highwayman. That he has blood 
on his hands is almost certain; that he 
is a violator of the law’—a crim inal— 
is a positive fact; th at he is entitled 
to sympathy from no one except those 
of his own character, is so self-evident 
that no right thinking man or woman 
will say otherwise. Through a dispo­ 
sition to gratify public curiosity, so far 
as consistent with his duty as an offi­ 
cer, Sheriff R o w l a n d has permitted 
all who desired to visit the prisoner 
and look upon his face. This accom­ 
modation is now at an end, and yes­ 
terday evening the Sheriff declared 
that henceforth the prisoner should 
submit to the rules and regulations of 
the prison, and receive such treatm ent 
and consideration as is accorded to 
others of his kind. This is right and 
proper. W e do not want any more of 
the V a s q u e z kind; but if we lionize 
and idealize the one we have, we will 
breed a crop of them that will give us 
trouble to harvest. As soon as the 
wounds of the prisoner will perm it his 
removal, Sheriff R o w l a n d will de­ 
liver him to the Sheriff of Monterey 
county, where lie will be placed on 
trial and justice meted out to him. Let 
us have no more lionizing. 
It is in 
bad taste, and if continued will be pro 
ductive of evil consequences. 


H e r e is more trouble. 
W hat a 
world this is getting to be. W on’t 
D a r w i n please collect his monkeys 
and send them to the wilds of Africa 
or the hills of the Navigator Islands? 
The San Francisco Post is dissatisfied 
w ith the degree of hum anity shown the 
bandit V a s q u e z . 
One of his captors 
remarked that he was sorry the exi­ 
gencies of the case required th at he 
should be shot, and this the A nthro­ 
pophagi of the Post pronounces “ the 
most maudlin, sycophantic proceeding 
we have ever heard of.” 


Railroad Hybrophobia. 


The three or four journals published 
in this State that are always looking 
for S t a n f o r d or his railroads in every 
national or State legislative act, affect 
to believe that the law postponing the 
election of our Congressmen until the 
general election in 1875, was passed in 
the interest of railroad corporations. 
They offer as argument that to elect 
Congressmen at a time when there are 
so many officers to elect, will give the 
railroad companies an opportunity to 
secure such candidates as they desire 
elected, and run them in while the 
people are occupied in the election of 
other public servants. To say that this 
was the shallow argument of shallow 
fanatics, would ho* drawing it mild— 
too mild for a due manifestation of re­ 
gard for the expressive old Saxon 
which calls a lie a lie, and a fool a fool. 
There is much greater weight in the 
reasoning that if the railroad, or any 
other corporation, sought the election ■ 
of their servants to Congress, they 
would prefer an “oil' year,” when the 
vote is always light and when advan­ 
tage may be taken of the indifference 
always apparent among the masses on 
such occasions. 
We always poll a full 
vote at our general elections, and if 
the railroad desires the election of un­ 
popular candidates—all railroad candi­ 
dates are unpopular—it would have so 
many more votes to overcome to ac­ 
complish its purpose. An election at 
which only Congressmen are to be 
voted for will not draw out a full vote, 
and it would be at such an election as 
this that corporations would find it an 
easy task to secure a majority for their 
favorite. The postponement of our 
Congressional election will save the 
State much unnecessary expense, and 
is in the interest of the people. 


T h e question of who captured V a s ­ 


q u e z is settled. The San Francisco 
Chronicle did it. For a time it seemed 
as if an Alta correspondent would get 
away with the honor, but his claims 
have 
beeu 
disallowed, 
aud 
now 
nothing is clearer than the Chronicles 
editorial explaining how the paper 
performed the job. 
It is true that 
V a s q u e z ’s 
m arauding career was 
closed through the untiring vigilance 
of Sheriff’ R o w l a n d , of this county, 
whom only a few days ago the Chron­ 
icle sneered at and denounced as in­ 
competent as an officer, but that all 
goes for nothing now. 
The Chronicle 
captured V a s q u e z , aud the argument 
closes when it says: “ The Chronicle's 
men have indeed done good and faith­ 
ful service iu the actual labor of the 
hunts for the brigand.” 


T h e r e are two evening papers pub­ 
lished iu Stockton. One, the Herald, 
is the combined efforts of the R i v e n 
family, and the other, the Leader, is 
the handiwork of our old friend and 
fellow pitcher, 
L a u r a 
D e 
F o r c e 
G o r d o n . They have fallen into the 
common neighborhood habit of calling 
each other names. The Herald says 
L a u r a has not as much seuse as a po­ 
tato. Just about how much sense the 
lady editor of the Leader has, we do 
not know, nor do we believe any man 
knows, hut we do know that after 
many years experimenting, the people 
of Stockton have decided that it is 
much easier to get blood out of a tur­ 
nip than to find sense in the Herald. 


Under the Code, as amended, re­ 
vised and construed at the last session 
of the Legislature, every firm doing 
business in this State under a name 
which does not fully show the part­ 
ners is required to file an acknowl­ 
edged statem ent of the names of its 
partners with the County Cjerk, and 
to have the names of the firm pub­ 
lished four weeks in a newspaper. 
Unless these provisions are complied 
with, the firm is denied the privileges 
of the Courts. 
A more senseless and 
annoying bit of legislation could not 
well have been conceived.

Som ething over a week ago he found 
a lead w hich struck him us being 
more than 
usually promising;

secured specim ens, had them assayed, 
and his impressions were confirmed. 
Then, w ithout sounding a trumpet 
before him , or attem pting a display of 
his good fortune, lie entered his claim s, 
made his discoveries known to a few 
of our leading citizens, formed a com ­ 
pany for working the lead, and there, 
as the legal term goes, “ rests his 
case.” 
A V ISIT. 
A few days ago our reporter received 
an invitation to v isit the new claim s, 
and in com pany with two well known 
citizens made the trip by way of a 
Sunday pasear. 
There was no inten­ 
tion to break the Sabbath, but the day 
was so charm ing, th e air so clear, and 
the m ountains and valleys so invit­ 
ing, that the tem ptation was too great 
to be resisted, and we sim ply sus­ 
pended the fourth com m andm ent and 
w ent.

S till we drove the horse that drew the 
buggy w hich carried the gam e that 
Jack killed.

From this place to the moun­ 
ta in s which we were to clim b is a dis­ 
tance of two and a half m iles. 
That 
distance accom plished, we found our­ 
selves at the m outh of 


I.ES PELO N ES CANON. 
This locality is w ell known and 
needs no general description from us. 
It is one of a succession of cations run­ 
ning up the western 
slope of the 
m cuntai ns,andcontaining t he ordinary 
rom antic scenery of steep m ountain 
sides, tilled at the bottom w ith scrub 
timber, and traversed by a rough 
bridle path, by w hich an ascent is 
made to the top of the m ountains. On 
this side lie Plum m er and Laurel cati­ 
ons, and beyond the now famous 


N ICH O LS CANON, 
W here Vasquez was captured.* D riving 
up as far as the road was passable for a 
buggy, w e made a halt beneath som e 
sm all trees and picketed our horses. 
Here w e divested ourselves of all 
superfluous luggage, forming a sort of 
cache against our return; not w ithout 
som e little m isgivings, however, lest 
som e of the Vasquez gang m ight still 
he lingering in their old haunts, and 
m ight take a fancy to ride off w ith our 
anim als and baggage. 
But w e placed 
our trust in “ honor am ong thieves,” 
and were not disappointed. 
If any of 
the bandits were there, w e w ill say 
that they are gentlem an, and they 
have our best regards. 
Starting 


U P T H E CANON, 
W e followed a zig-zag path tracing the 
bed of a sm all stream , w hich has its 
rise hi springs further up in the m oun­ 
tains, 
The water is clear and lim pid, 
like most stream s of the kind, and oool 
to a degree strongly suggestive of ice 
in it som ewhere. 
Here and thcro it 
forms in little eddies beneath the 
shadow of an overhanging rock or the 
thickly clustered foliage; then it goes 
trickling down over its stony bed, 
m aking its banks luxuriant w ith the 
growtli of a thousand plants. 
N ear 
the m outh of the cafion it loses itself 
in the sand, anil the pleasing picture 
is no more. 
A hundred places along 
the stream would make a paradise for 
trout; but we saw only a solitary in ­ 
habitant of the stream, a species of 
sw ift or lizard of a reddish brown 
color, called in Spanish “Les Polonés” 
—the bald-headed. 
From these little 
anim als the cañón takes its name. 
L eaving the stream at last, we take 
a w inding path up the m ountain on 
our right, and alter clim bing to the 
bight of at least five hundred feet, find 
ourselves confronting a ledge of rock— 
our objective point—still far from the 
sum m it. 
This is the 


CA H U N G A CLAIM , 
Discovered by Mr. Bell and owned by 
him , 
in 
com pany 
w ith 
Governor 
Downey. Mr. Potts, Mr. Desm ond, and 
another party whose name we did not 
learn. The ledge is about a foot thick, 
and is well defined for a distance o f 
thirteen hundred feet. 
It rises like a 
perpendicular w ell to a height of eight 
or ten feet for a part of this distance, 
The rock is genuine quartz, gold bear­ 
ing, w ith a sm all proportion of silver. 
Specim ens from it have assayed nearly 
ten dollars to the toil, taking both 
m etals together, and that from surface 
rock. 
One of our party (a forty-niner, 
by th e way, whose opinion is worth 
som ething on alm ost any subject), 
sayn that it presents one of the best 
indications which lie lias ever seen. It 
is w hat m iners term in their vernacu­ 
lar an A lead, the ledge being shaned 
som ething like the outlines of that 
letter—rather thin at the ton and grad­ 
ually attaining a greater thickness as 
it descends. 
There is evidence of a 
great mass of rock at th is place, and 
if it should yield no more than ten dol­ 
lars per ton throughout, as the speci­ 
m ens have assayed, the ledge w ill pay 
handsom ely for developing.

E A SIL Y W O RK ED , 
L ying, as it does, so w ell exposed al­ 
ready. 
The ore can bo conveyed to 
the bottom of the cafion by chutes, 
whence it is only a m ile to the valley. 
Over tins distance a road can be built 
W ithout great difficulty or expense. 
There |s abundance of wood and water 
in the cufion for all m ining purposes 
such as would be required. 
From this 
lilace we retraced our steps ] art c f the 
w ay, and going further up the cafion 


clim bed another m ountain, less lofty 
tlm n the first, where we found another 
claim , called 


T H E ROUGH AND REA D Y . 
T h ii ledge is not so w ell defined per­ 
haps as the first, hut can be traced to 
a considerable distance, where it again 
crops out further up the m ountain. It 
is a quartz formation like the other, 
and bears about the sam e proportion 
of gold and silver. 
This also our au­ 
thority exam ined carefully, and pro­ 
nounced it good. This claim Is in the 
hands of the same com pany as the Ca- 
iiunga claim , and was also discovered 
by Mr. Bell. 
The com pany will com ­ 
m ence work on tlie two claim s this 
week, and w ill push them to a speedy 
developm ent. 
They are all men of

H e also lias two other leads, called 
respectively the Solito and the Elko;

Down the cafion, we again reached our 
conveyance, and were glad enough to 
dispense w ith shanks’ horses for the 
remainder of the way back to Mine.

out by the good lady, doing am ple 
justice to the substantial» as well as 
the cake and wine, for our stom ach's 
sake. 
W e were never more forcibly 
reminded of any adage than the old 
one, drilled over in the Latin gram­ 
mar: Fam es optim um contlimcntum 
cst. 
Certain it is, no sauce could have 
sharpened our appetites like that three 
hours’ scramble over the mountains. 
W hile we were w aiting here, Mr. 
M adigan and Mr. M atthews 
came 
along, having been up in N ichols 
cafion to view the spot where Vasquez 
was captured. 
They told
